IN FIRST BIG OFFENSIVE 



French and Americans Capture Much Ground, 
Many Guns and Take Prisoners in 
Smash Into German Forces 



Willi the American Armies in Prance, .luly is — The Ameriogti 
troops up to noon just south of Soimonn had captured 3,300 prig- 
oners. Fifty cannons luul heen counted and thousand* of machine 
trims. 

Northwest of Chateau Thierry the Americans captured lnr^e 
numbers of prisoners and an equally important quantity <>f muni- 
i ions and stores, 

The captures south of Soissons in the way of stores were im- 
mense nml included some airplanes which the enemy were unable 
to remove, so swiftly did the storming; troops sweep through. Many 
prisoners and trims still remain uncounted. 

ENEMY OVERPOWERED ON 25 MILE FRONT 

Prom the region weal of Roissons t • > the northwest of Chateau 
Thierry American and French armies have begun a strong offen- 
sive against the Germans which possibly may have » marked in- 
fluence on the future of the world wai'. In its initial stage the 
movement bus been rewarded with great success. 

All along the 215 miles the French and American troops have 
dashed in brilliant fashion across positions held by the Germans, 
killing, wounding or capturing thousands of the enemy and tak- 
ing towns, villages and large quantities of puns and other war sup- 
plies. 

Nowhere, according to last accounts from the front, has the 
enemy been able to slay the progress of their assailant* although 
counter attacks were resorted to on some important (lectors after 
the unexpected attack had worn away. 

To the Americans alone in Ihe region west of Soissons came 4.- 

000 prisoners, 30 gun* mid much war material. Additional large 
numbers of captives, further great stores of guns, ammunition and 
other war necessities were taken by the French. Before nil Ihe po 
sitions of the Americans and French their trims and machine guns 
cut to pit s fleeing hordes of il nemy or bauds which endeav- 
ored to withstand the rush. 

The blow, probably long in its inception, is being aimed tit ter- 
ritory vital to the Germans- territory the capture of which would 
not alone mean the forced retirement from the entire salient ex- 
tonding southward across the occupied region from Soissous to 
b'heims with Chateau Thierry its southern apex, but possibly 
would resuli in the capture of thousands of Genfrnfis operating 
there, many of them comprising the beat soldiers pf the German 
emperor'* army. *

Carry AH Before Them 

Willi the American Army in France. 
July 18— The Amoricnn troops had 
carried nil before them late in the nf- 
temoon. and had proceeded so fast 
that cavalry \va I thrown into the ac- 
tion. All the American headquarters 
staffs tonight were well inside the lor- 
ritory which the Germans held this 
morning. 

The Allies have reached, roughly, 
the line of Tlellean. ('owrehnnips. 
Cliony, Villers-Ilelon. t'luuidiin mid 

the heights dominating soIksodr. 

Prenoti cavalry has crossed between 
tlie Solssons-Chaicnii Thierry road to 
an opening made by the Franco- 
American forces The greatest prog- 
ress up to latest reports was about 
ten kilometers, or a little over six 
miles. 

After paaalng the third objective/ 
set for the operations of the morning, 
the Americans, in cooperation with 
the French south of Solssons, launch- 
ed a second powerful attack at noon 

Showing the effect of splendid 
training, the American troops went 
forward swiftly and fought with fury 
Nothing seemed to stop them, especial 
ly In the region of Soissons and to 
the South of that city. Light and 
heavy pieces were moved up as the 
troops advance and soon after eacii 
barrage ended shells from the Amer- 
ican puns were deluging the enemy's 
areas playing havoc with his forces, 
whether those In retreat, or reserves 
endeavoring to come up. 

It was open warfare with all the at- 
tending excitement, and through Ihe 
gaps made by heavy guns and infan- 
try the French cavalry dashed, beat- 
ing down those In their paths. Ter- 
rific losses were inflicted at all points 
on Ihe enemy. The tanks did all that 
was expected of them. The great 
lumbering engines rolled along in 
front of the infantry driving the Ger- 
mans before them with streams of 
bullets and Hearing away many ob- 
structions that had escaped the artil- 
lery. 

The enemy early began to bring up 
strong reinforcements. 

Fresh troops have appeared at var- 
ious point* and a heavy counter at- 
tack will probably have to be with- 
stood.

and Ohio, Very progressive States, abut upon the north side of tho

.slower than she is really in the development of agriculture, her 

Chief resource.

The center of agricultural production of the I'nited 
States, according to the value of crop and animal products 
for 1!)17, is in West Central Illinois, as shown by a diagram 
just issued by the Department of Agriculture. The Slates 
of greatestS production arc: Iowa, $1,330,000,000; Illinois, 
11,265,000,000! Texas. $1,045,000,000; Missouri, *974,O00,- 
000; Ohio, $851,000,000 j Nebraska. $774,000,000) Indiana, 
$766,000,000; Kansas, $735,000,000; New York, $700,-000,- 
000; Minnesota, $646,000,000; Pennsylvania, $36,000,000; 
Georgia, $605,000,000; Wisconsin, $598,000,000; California, 
$576,000,000; Michigan, $534,000,000, and Kentucky, $529,- 
000,000. 

Kentucky has but a lit lie more than 40.(1011 square miles of ter- 
ritory, a pood deal of it mountainous. New York has nearly 50,000 
square miles. Michigan has nearly 58,000 square miles, part of it 
rough and nntillable. Minnesota has 84,000 square miles. Georgia 
has 59,000, Illinois above 56,000, Wisconsin, 56,000, California, 158,- 
ooo; Texas. 265,000; Missouri 00. ooo : Iowa. .Mi. ooo ; Nebraska, 77,- 
000; Kansas lias 82,000. 

Ohio, with 41,000 square miles' and Pennsylvania with 45,000 
arc the only Slates In the list of those of notably great production 
which are in frross area only a little larger than Kentucky. Penn- 
sylvania is approximately one-ninth larger than Kentucky and pro- 
duces approximately one-sinxlli more than Kentucky. Ohio, unlike 
Pennsylvania and Kentucky, is not partly mountainous and its 
of rested area is far less than that of Kentucky. 

It is evident from the figures quoted that Kentucky farmers arc 
not unprogrcssivc and that actively operated farms in the Stall' are 
producing handsomely. Much has been done during the last decade, 
with (lie help of the Federal and Stale Departments of Agriculture, 
to increase the productivity of Kentucky soil which has Buffered 
depletion as a result of short -si-rht ed tillage. Figures giving the 
comparative productivity id' Kentucky and other States will, from 
year to year, show that Kentucky is keeping stride with the more 
progressive among the agricultural Slates of the Union. This is as 
it should be, for as a Kentucky Colonel in a Kentucky story says: 
"This is God's country an' the soil doesn't require much coarin'."

SAVING THE RESERVES 



m\ : 

The total wheat crop for 1918 is estimated to be near the billion 
mark, or in round figures, 931,000,000 bushels. This is an increase 
id' 15 per cent, over the average crop for the years 1912 to l!»Hi, ami 
ft jump of 43 per cent over last year's yield. 

This is all (rue, but it docs not at all mean that with this bumper 
crop coming in soon we can begin to eat wheat at our normal rate of 
consumption. To do so would be almost the same as to manufac. 
turc a great number faeroplunes and then use them all fop rleasure 
purposes instead of war activities. 

America this year has probably reached the high-water mark 
of fter agricultural production for the period of the war. In tin 
BUCeeeding years, men who are on the land now will leave their 
farming to enter active service. 

It would be folly not to look forward now to those lean years 
when more men shall have left the farm, and store up reserves lot 
that time. Moreover, il is imperative that reserves should be stored 
not only with the view of supplying ourselves through lean years, 
but of feeding the Allied armies and civilian population for the dur- 
ation of this war. 

A tremendous task .' lint we are equal to il if we keep to our 
conservation program, and redouble our efforts so that a goodly 
prtion of our 1018 supplies of food may be stored as a reserve 
against emergencies. 

it is easier to save the staple foods now than at any othel 
time of the year, for the produce of the war garden can be substi- 
tuted in a great measure for them. The more fresh vegetables we 
eat the less wheat and meat we need. 



IRELAND'S BLUNDER 



In dealing with Ireland Kngland never did the right thing at 

the right ti The Catholic emoncipation bill, the disestablishment 

of the establishment church of Ireland. Hie land laws, the land-pur- 
chase act and the home ride bill were recognitions of the justice of 
Ireland's claims which, though excellent in act anil intent, failed to 
allay discontent because they were not put on the statute books and 
enforced at the psychological moment. 

Now the Irish recalcitrants arc committing the same fatal error 
of choosing tjic wrong time. They are trying to tie England's hands 

when she is fighting for fl lorn and democracy in alliance with the 

United States and other lovers of liberty. In this way. as John Dil- 
lon, chairman of the Irish Nationalists, says: "The Sinn Fein is not 

only alienating Americans but our own Irish people in America." 

There is a time for everything, and I he*pHsKn1 bonr is the time 
to fight the Hun. American cannot sec why Irishmen should not 
stand shoulder to shoulder with them on the battlefields of France 
and Belgium. Ireland owes much to these two count l ies ami should 
repay her debt in the hour id' their extremity instead of courting the 
favor of their barbarous foe.- New York Commercial.

State Food Administrator Snrkett 
suet. Bulletin In Mixing Of 

Feeds in This State.

The following official bulletin linn 
jHHt been Issued from the office or the 
Slate Food Administrator.: 

Mnny complaints linve been receiv- 
ed by the t'nltod StntPH Food Admln- 
iBtrntlon that millers are avoiding 
low price act for wheat mill feed by 
mixing these feeds With small quan- 
tities of other grains, then labeling 
them with a fancy name and selling 
them nl high prices. The Government 
has passed a rale which says that no 
wheat miller shall mix nay greater 
percentage of wheat mill feed with 
other feedstuff*, or sell nny greater 
percentage to feed mixers for such 
mixing, than he mixed and sold In 
the year 1017. 

As this rale has been In effect since 
May 2nd. and some of the mills In 
Kentucky may not have fell the ne- 
cessity or conforming to the same, nn 
order was Issued by the Federal Food 
Admlnlstrattor for the State today, 
directing Auditors to require n com- 
plete statement or the amount or mix- 
ed reeds sold this year and last year 
In such mill visited, and this action 
hns been taken In ordcT to insure the 
users or wheat mill fcciN against ab- 
normally high prices even or the pat- 
ent reeds. Administrators having rea- 
son to suspect violations or the above 
rule are requested to require miller.- 
to tile statements wilh them showlie: 
the amount or mill reed sold for mix- 
ing purpose* encb month in 1917 and 
each month in 1918.

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The American City, a publication 
ilealiiiB Specifically With Civic pro- 
blems, contained a very Interesting 
article by Henry S. Curtis Ph. D. this 

month on playgrounds for children, 
Fte says: 

'Among all primitive people child- 
hood Is spent mostly In play. Itilt dur- 
ing the past half century most coun- 
tries have made education free and 
compulsory. The rapidly expanding 
Held ol knowledge has offered larger 
and larger tasks and children have 
been loaded with burdens such as 
they never before were called upon 
to enrry. The public in general has 
appreciated the value of the educa- 
tion that has come through the school 
but it lias not appreciated the value ol 
the natural education through play 
Which it lias replaced. The result 
has often been that the children have 
been drlVU and goaded until there has 
been little of the freedom and joyous 
nss or childhood left Child study and 
the new pyschology have brought a 
new point or view. We have discov- 
ered that It wns not by chance that 
nature Implanted In the young of all 
animals this impulse to play, hut thai 
it Is. in fact, Nature'a Instrument 
training. The uninitiated public hns 
always confused play with Idleness or 
exercise and most play is apt to be 
noisy and troublesome to parents. It 
uses up clothes, brings no financial 
return, and seems to have no rela- 
tion to making a living. Moat parents 
have been blind to its physical, educa- 
tional nnd social results. 

People are often indifferent lo play- 
grounds because they do not perceive 
the effect or the lack of play upon the 
children. Hence if a playground ns- 
soclation or a city would go forward" 
and really create a system or play- 
grounds and recreation centers, the 
public must be educated to the need 
Of the system. In America the peo- 
ple arc king nnd no measure can he 
successrul that they do not believe in 
or that Oiey nccept only in a hulf- 
bearted manner. 

A play movement was begun In New- 
York City by getting one hundred 
clergymen and seventy-five Jewish 
Rabbles to preach on the subject on 
a particular Sunday. The tubercu- 
losis movement now has a special 
Sunday in a very large part of the 
churches. Child labor also Is often 
given a day. The play movement bus 
at least as good a claim to the pulpit 
The new interest in social service 
which is permeating the church 
should make (his easier now than it 
has ever been before. Public recre- 
ation Is more nearly connected with 
public virture than is either tubercu- 
losis or child labor. Undoubtedly, al- 
so, the social spirit which grows out 
of common play Is one of the chief 
springs of the feelliiK of good fellow- 
ship nnd love which the church la 
leaking to promote.

Great Crowd of Relatives and Friends 
Crowd Streets Yesterday as Mb- 
son County's Largest Si|iiad 
of Selects Leave For 
ramp. 

It looked a good deal like County 
Court day yesterday aflernoon on Sec- 
ond street rrom Mnrket to Sutton 
slree(s. The sqund or draftees leav- 
ing yesterday wns Ihe first squad of 
men who were mostly farmers and 
their friends and relatives came from 
nil pnrls of the county to see them 
oft* nnd give (hem n good-bye and a 
wish for speedy return. 

After reporting to the headquarters 
of the local Exemption Board nt the 
Government bulldlttg in the morning, 
the men marched to the hotel where 
they were given their dinner n"nd af- 
ter noon they were treated to a spe- 
cial matinee nt the Com Theater as 
the guests of the management. The 
relatives and friends of Ihe young 
men were also Invited to the special 
show. 

Many of those who would rntber 
spend the short time they had lett 
In Maysvllle with their friends nnd 
relatives walked about the streets and 
Second street took on the appearance 
of a real busy day, but the stores were 
not filled With shoppers for all at- 
tention wns being given Hie men who 
wore soon to leave for camp. 

At 3 o'clock the men were called 
together on Second street near the 
Whitehall Hotel and the ofTicinl list 
was handed to Captain Oeorge Ber- 
lin by the Exemption Hoard officials. 
The men were then lined up anil the 
list called, each man answering 
"here" at the call of his name. Af- 
ter all or the men had been account- 
ed tor they were lined up by two's and 
bended by members ot the board and 
Captain Berlin, they marched be- 
tween throngs standing on Ihe side- 
walks ami In the streets cheering and 
waving American flags. 

At the depot there wns the usual 
large crowd. Alter the men had 
marched away the business section of 
the city looked deserted until nfter 
the train had run. 

Mothers, fathers, sisters, brothers 
and sweethearts bad gathere at the 
station to say a last good bye but there 
wns not as much the tear shed- 
ding ns could be expected on such an 
occasion tor the men were nil in tine 
spirits and their spirits spread over 
the entire crowd. Many of the men 
were singing, laughing nnd even some 
giving the old Indian war whoop of- 
ten beard between our old bills. 

Despite the general good spirit 
which reigned until the train arrived, 
it changed somewhat when the Con- 
ductor called "All Aboard" and as the 
train began to move mothers, sisters, 
sweethearts, and some fathers nnd 
brothers went into their handbag! and 
pockets tor their handkerchiefs for 
the tears could not be kept back. 

This was the largest company of 
men ever leaving Mason county nt one 
time and they were all farmers except' 
four or five.

DEALER SUSPENDED 

Haysvllle Branch of F. 0. Bay & Co, 
Cannot Ileal in Food SI nils Bur- 
lag This Week. 



The first locnl food dealers to have 
their Food Administration license sus- 
pended for breaking the rules of the 
Food Administration are F. G. Day & 
Company, dealers In produce on the 
Second street Extension, who through 
an edict issued by tho State Food Ad- 
ministrator for the state of Ohio, are 
unable this week to deal in any food 
stuffs.
